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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. Applicant asserts the prior art made of record does not disclose or teach "a valve that provides a high flow 
resistance of at least 0.4 (cm H20)1/2/SLM in the inhalation direction at the onset of the patient's inhalation and that subsequently opens 
during the inhalation to provide a lower flow resistance, wherein the lower flow resistance allows for a higher flow rate through the device." 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. As addressed in the final rejection, mailed May 1 , 2009, the inhalation valve (24) of Piper operates based 
upon the inhalation pressures, where the pressure to open the valve must overcome the valve's structure and be less than atmospheric 
pressure. Further, the valve (24) is biased closed by the pressure greater than atmospheric pressure, such as when the patient is 
exhalation, thus imparting the highest flow resistance. As conveyed by the Examiner, at the second the patient begins the transition from 
exhalation to inhalation, the flow resistance of the valve will begin to decrease in a gradual decreasing function until such time as the valve's 
structure (ie. spring force of the valve) has been overcome, as well as the pressure upon the valve is less than atmospheric pressure, 
characterized by the patient inhaling at peak flow. This concept of a gradual decreasing function of resistance by the transition from 
exhalation to inhalation is also exacerbated by Figure 2 of prior art reference Froehlich (5,865,173). As shown in Figure 2, the transition 
from peak inhalation flow (29) to peak exhalation flow (30) is a gradual slope transition. Thus, when the device of Piper is utilized the 
resistance would be highest at exhalation peak flow, and would progressively decrease until inhalation peak flow whereby the valve would 
be completely open and have the lowest flow resistance. Therefore, in light of the aforementioned reasoning the final rejection of the claims 
has been maintained. .
